Bill Introduced to Extend Com- 
mittee to Next Jan. 15. 

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP) 
-—- Senator Alexander Wiley

next Jan. 15. Wiley, a commit-

The spontaneous outburst of 
acclaim—at this starting point of 
the Pacific war which MacArthur 
fought from beginning to end— 
presaged pageantry -and public 
demonstrations planned for him 
in San Francisco, Washington and 
New York. 

But there was no note of the 
antagonism that has split America 
and the non-Communist world 
over his views. He has urged that 
the Allies should bomb Chinese 
Communist bases in Manchuria 
and use Chinese Nationalist troops 
against the Reds to end the Ko- 
rean war. 

MacArthur’s Hawaiian welcome 
was the acclaim given a conquer- 
ing hero. 

MacArthur smiled and waved in 
response to the shouts of the 
crowds. He shook a child’s hand. 
He chatted with an ex-soldier who 
had fought with him on Bataan. 
He chuckled as a fat, Dare- 
footed woman danced a hula when 
his green sedan rolled by. 

He received an honorary degree 
of Doctor of Laws from the Uni- 
versity of Hawaii in an amphithe- 
ater jammed with 5000 people. He 
heard the university president ac- 
claim him “one of the greatest 
Americans of all times.” 

He stopped at Punchbowl, a na- 
tional cemetery in the extinct cra- 
ter of a volcano overlooking Hono- 
lulu and Pearl Harbor. He placed 
a wreath of orchids at the base 
of a flagpole in honor of 13,000 
World War II dead who are buried 
there. 

Some of the neat white rows of 
crosses marked the last resting 
place of men who perished in the 
Japanese sheak attack on Pearl 
Harbor Dec. 7, 1941. 

After standing rigidly at salute 
for a minute, MacArthur turned 
to correspondents, pointed at row 
on row of the crosses and said “I 
know the glory of their death.” 
It was the simple praise of a man 
who had lived through the bitter 
campaigns of the Pacific war and 
had watched men die from Bataan 
to Okinawa on the long, hard way 
to Japan’s surrender. 

The citation in the honorary 
degree from the University of Ha- 
waii spanned the crowded months 
of the bitter campaign with such 
laudatory words: 

“Fighting General of the Philip- 
pines . .. magnificent defense of 
Bataan and Corregidor ... con- 
quered Japan .. . to the disillu- 
sioned nation of 70,000,000 he 
gave its first free constitution, a 
government of elective represen- 
tatives, code of democratic laws 
and system of justice.” 

President Gregg M. Sinclair of 
the university said: : 

“The people of the world will 
always be indebted to: him for 
his gallantry, for his extreme de- 
votion to duty and for his in- 
defatigable and unceasing labor 
for justice and freedom.” 

“The university,” said MacAr- 
thur in impromptu remarks of 
acceptance, “is one of our main 
bulwarks of civilization, repre- 
senting a symposium of science, 
culture and divinity.” 

The General rode in the lead

Senator Crain said the bill is 
patterned after the New York law. 
It provides thmee methods under 
which the voting machine system 
could be adopted. Use of the de- 
vices could be authorized by di- 
rect action of the St. Louis County 
Council, or by the voters of the 
county in gn election called on 
petition of 500 residents. Under 
these two alternates the county 
would buy and maintain the vot- 
ing machines, 

The use of voting machines on 
a rental basis also could be au- 
thorized on order of the County 
Board of Election Commissioners, 
with the approval of the county 
council. 

Repvblican and Democratic po- 
litical leaders of the county joined 
together yesterday in urging en- 
actment of the enabling law, at a 
hearing before the Senate Elec- 
tions Committee. They appeared 
in connection with a pending bill 
authorizing the use of voting ma- 
chines only in Kansas City. The 
new bill is a substitute for the 
Kansas City measure, which is 
sponsored by the election board 
of that city.

Use of voting machines, she 
said, would not only save the pay 
of two election officials, but 
would eliminate the overtime 
payments because the vote totals 
can be taken from the machines 
as soon as the polls close.

Under the present system, they 
said, many voters refuse to )ar- 
ticipate in the primaries because 
they do not want to ask for a 
specific party ballot at the polls 
and disclose their politics. When 
voting machines are used, voters 
can cast their party ballot in the 
secrecy of the voting booth with- 
out disclosing their affiliation. 

Fred M. Joseph, chairman of 
the St. Louis County Democratic 
Committee, reported there is 
widespread support in the coun- 
ty for voting machines because 
they would help to solve many of

Iran Says Oil Will Continue to Go 
To Britain After Nationalization 


ae 


Denounces Talks by U.S., British on Situation 
as ‘Interference’ — Denies Reds Pro- 
voked Socialization Move. 


LONDON, April 17 (AP)—Iran 
assured Britain last night its oil 
still would go to the British 
after nationalization of the Per- 
sian industry but said that British 
and American talks now under 
way on the Iranian oil situation 
constituted interference in the 
country’s affairs. 

Officials of the United States 
and Britain said, however, they 
would continue their talks seek- 
ing a common policy toward 
Iranian plans to nationalize the 
oil fields, presently worked by 
the British-controlled Anglo-Iran- 
jan Oil Co. and Britain’s major 
source of supply. 

Iran’s ambassador to Britain, 
Ali Soheily, in an official state- 
ment last night assured the Brit- 
ish that “Persia has no intention 
of giving the oil to any other 
country nor to deprive Britain of 
its use.” Westerners had feared 
the product of a nationalized in- 
dustry might flow instead to Rus- 
sia, Iran's neighbor on the north. 

He added however, “The ‘ex- 
ploratory’ oi] talks between Brit- 
ish and American representatives 
in Washington cannot have any 
validity for Persia and are con- 
sidered by the pea - fag be in- 
terference in their affairs.” 

The statement said “repeated 
attempts” to obtain for Iran a 
“just share of the oil profits and 
an honorable and equitable part 
in the control and administration” 
of the industry had not met with 
“that spirit of partnership and 


farsighted co-operation so essen- 


tial to the smooth working of aj.

DULLES REASSURES 
JAPS ON U.S. AIMS 
FOR SPEEDY TREATY 


TOKYO, April 17 (AP)—John 
Foster Dulles conferred with Lt. 
Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway today 
after reassuring the Japanese of 
United States determination to 


seek a speedy peace treaty. 

Dulles and Ridgway, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s successor as Supreme 
Allied Commander, will talk to- 
morrow morning with Prime Min- 
ister Shigeru Yoshida. Yoshida 
was scheduled to make his first 
formal call on Ridgway tonight. 

In a statement obviously aimed 
to quiet, Japanese fears. that 
MacArthur's firing might delay 
the treaty, Dulles praised both 
MacArthur and his successor. He 
said Ridgway would carry out the 
occupation policies in the same 
high tradition as- MacArthur. 

And he said that President Tru- 
man and MacArthur both still 
backed the program of a speedy 
treaty’ for Japan. Both major 
American political parties like- 
wise were behind the drive, Dulles 
added. 

Dulles talked with MacArthur 
yesterday by radio as their planes 
passed going in opposite direc- 
tions.

NEW YORK, April 17 (AP)—Just how good is Mickey Mantle? 
Mantle is the sensational youngster who has made the big 
jump from Class C to the New York Yankees in one season. 


Nearly all who: have seen the 
19-year-old lad from Commerce, 
Okla., have hailed him as the 
rookie of the generation. Those 
who haven't seen him can’t be- 
lieve what they've heard. Those 
who have find it hard to believe 
their eyes. 

An opinion worth considering is 
that of Tommy Henrich, the Yan- 
kee outfield coach who was some- 
thing of a slugger in his own 
right. Henrich has been handed 
the assignment of teaching 
Mantle, a natural shortstop, all 
the tricks of the outfield.

NEW YORK, April 17. 
If Communism, as you define it, 


through terrorism or otherwise, does not take hold in Intia 
ideologically, is it at all possible there may be an attempt to 


take hold more directly, by overt action or aggression? How do 
you interpret the invasion of Tibet? Would you say that this 


stitutes a direct threat to India? 


NEHRU: No. I am not afraid 
of any external threat to India 
of that kind. I certainly am not 
afraid of any threat from the 
Tibetan side, for a variety of rea- 
sons, which I needn’t go into now. 
Even practical military reasons 
are against it. But the real rea- 
son, and the basic reason, is that 
I do not think that India and 
China are going to function in 
that way toward each other. 

CQUSINS: Do you think it pos- 
sible that China, because of her 
connections with Russia, might 
be persuaded that its interests lie 
more in the direction of fulfill- 
ment of Russia’s ideological and 
national aims than in the direc- 
tion of the type of united Asia 
you described’ 

NEHRU: I don’t think so. China 
thinks for itself. China is closely 
allied*to Russia in many ways, 
but in the final analysis it de- 
cides for itself what it has to do 
and what it has not to do. 

I do not see how it can pos- 
sibly profit China, or even, for 
that matter, Soviet Russia, to 
think in terms of taking India. 

In the present state of affairs 
there can either be a continuation 
of peace or there might be war. 
If there is war on a world scale, 
then the chief theater of war 
will be situated elsewhere, not in 
India. India does not come into 
the picture at all. 

But If War Does Come? 

COUSINS: Well, if the war does 
come, what role do you think 
India would play? 

NEHRU: India for the present 
is trying her utmost to prevent 
such a showdown, not that India 
thinks she can make too much 
difference to the world’s destiny, 
but because she is absolutely con- 
vinced that a war on the scale 
that is imagined now will mean 
a total destruction of every idea 
and objective that civilization 
stands for. 

In fact, the very things one 
might fight against, while de- 
feated in battle, may triumph be- 
cause of the general ruin that 
may come to the world. There- 
fore, it becomes of essential im- 
portance to prevent that war and 
get a period of peace which might

NEHRU: Yes. But you will re- 
member that the U.N., having 
rejected the present government 
of China, finds it a little diffi- 
cult to deal with someone they 
have rejected. The answer is: 
“If you won't have us, won't rec- 
ognize us, normally, how do you 
deal with us in other ways?” But 
that is a minor matter. The point 
is that the leading powers in the 
U.N. can settle it, can make that 
approach. 

COUSINS: Mr. Prime Minister, 
in the United States some news- 
papers have questioned your pol- 
icy of neutrality toward the gen- 
eral and developing tension be- 
tween East and West. The point 
has been made in the United 
States that India today is not 
really neutral but is actually in- 
clined toward Russia and China. 
Would you care to comment on 
that? 

NEHRU: The word neutrality, 
of course, is not a correct word 
to describe our policy. Normally, 
neutrality can only be used as 
opposed to belligerents in time of 
war. In time of peace the ques- 
tion does not arise unless one is 
always thinking in terms of war. 
Our policy is simply this: we 
wish to judge every issue on the

USSIA declared last night it had successfully completed its 
latest five-year plan for industrial expansion and boosted pro- 
duction by 73 per cent over 1940. The Moscow radio broadcast 


ferrous metals and the announce- 
ment, perhaps significantly, did 
not claim their production tar- 
gets had been reached. 

The broadcast said coal produc- 
tion had beaten the five-year tar- 
get slightly, going up by 57 per 
cent over the pre-war figure. 

As usual, the Soviet announce- 
ment gave no figures on produc- 
tion, only percentages. 


The broadcast said that oil pro- 
duction last year was 22 per cent 
above the prewar figure and 
above the goal set. It said Rus- 
sia’s oil production in the east 
had been greatly increased, pro- 
viding 44 per cent of the output 


in 1950, compared with 12 per 
cent in 1940. 


Electric power production in 
1950 was reported 87 per cent 
above the 1940 figures, recon- 
struction of hydro-electric plants 
destroyed during the war was re- 
ported completed and new hydro- 
electric plants built. 

The Soviet announcement said 
the Russian machine-building in- 
dustry had turned out new ma- 
chinery and equipment at a rate 
2.3 times above 1940. 

The announcement indicated 
there were some kinks in pro- 
duction. It said that the “level 
of output attained for power 
equipment, heavy metal-cutting 
and forge and stamping equip- 
ment, intricate equipment for the 
oil industry and certain types of 
instruments does not meet the 
enhanced requirements of the na- 
tional economy.” 

The chemical industry was 
credited with an increase of 1.8 
times the prewar production. 

The production of brick and 
tiles failed to meet the five-year 
plan target. 

There were complaints, too, 
about the production of cotton 
goods and footwear. 

The Russians said they had in- 
creased. food production during 
the five years and that Russians 


are getting more vitamins, 10.4 
times the prewar level.

Late-model jet fighters fresh 
from the assembly lines were 
flown to East Germany late in 
March for the maneuvers. Most 
are MIG 15s, one of Russia’s best 
fighters with a speed exceeding 
600 miles an hour. 

Red Army troops moved out of 
quarters to maneuver 
areas during the first two weeks 
of April. General headquarters 
was set up within 30 miles of the 
British zone frontier at Magde- 


burg. 
Eight Divisions Busy. 

An estimated eight divisions 
are waging realistic invasion 
maneuvers in Mecklenburg, 
Brandenburg and Saxony. The 
rest of the Russians’ 33 divisions 
in the area have not yet joined 
them. They are grouped east of 
Berlin and along the East Ger- 
man-Polish frontier. 

There has been no increase this 
year in Soviet ground troops in 
East Germany. The present forces 
total about 300,000 men divided 
into six army commands. 

Troops manning the supply 
line through Poland to Russia 
likewise have not been boosted. 

At the start, small units are 
trained in field problems, scout 
work, sabotage, control of refu- 
gees and concealment. From June 
1 to Sept. 1 each of the six 
armies will conduct invasion 
practice, including river bridging, 
anti-aircraft protection for troop 
assemblies and anti-tank warfare. 

In September and early Octo- 
ber the maneuvers will build up 
to an Army-versus-Army level. 

Numerous New Jets. 

The officials declined to say 
how many new jets the Soviet Air 
Force in Germany has received, 
but they said the number is con- 
siderable. They estimated that 
from 450 to 500 jets were sta-

Offensive in Asia 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The dismissal of Gen. MacArthur, in 
view of his insubordination, was a nec- 
essary and inevitable move. However, 
it would be unwise to assume that 


foreign policy issues have been solved 


by this action. 

An early cessation of hostilities can- 
not be had on honorable terms. In my 
opinion China must be punished se- 
verely, must be made an example for 
the other Russian satellite countries, 
thereby creating a split in the Soviet 
bloc. Also, Asia would appear to be 
the best grounds for the free nations 
to check Russian expansionism. 


Obviously. this is a bold policy, and 
to a large extent the policy of Gen. 
MacArthur. I believe that the free na- 
tions can defy Russia, short of an ac- 
tual invasion of her homeland, because 
she will not engage in a total war until 
she is sure of winning. On the other 
hand, if the Soviet government can 
extend its political hegemony by de- 
grees, at the same time wiping out the 
West’s superiority in atomic weapons, 
general war will be inevitable. 

At this writing Western Europe can- 
not be held against a Soviet attack by 
the available ground forces. We are 


' {indeed scraping by on our nerve and 


the atom bomb. In fact we won’t be 
able to meet a determined challenge 
there for years to come. But we can 


\meet the challenge in Asia. Countless 
‘Inasses of manpower cannot replace 


firepower and adequate communica- 
tions. We can destroy China’s arsenals 
and her transportation system. We can- 
not conquer China, but we can end her 
ability to wage aggressive war. 


Only after we do this can we ad- 
vance beyond the “narrow waist” of 


- Korea and unify that country under a 


free government. Only then will pres- 
gure be taken off Indochina and the 
rest of Southeastern Asia. 


Mountainous terrain, limited rail 
lines, and virtually no highways will 
prevent Russia from bringing a pre- 
ponderant land army on the scene, 
even if she chose to do so. The pitfalls 
to avoid in forcing the issue in Asia 
are an extended land front, and aid 
to such dubious allies as the Chinese 
Nationalists. 

A thoroughly punished China will be 
the best possible deterrent to war in 
Europe. If Russia is ready for a gen- 
eral war, she will strike in Europe this 
year regardless of what we do in Asia. 
Europe will be lost, and possibly the 
free world. On the other hand, if Rus- 
sia is not ready, we can defy her ac- 
tively as well as passively. We ‘can 
beat down her Asian ally and neutralize 
her European allies. She will then be 
in a poorer, rather than a better posi- 
tion, to realize her ultimate goal of 
world domination.

Quinn Never Quits 

For 15 years Missouri has had to resist Quinn 
bills, and Wednesday the Senate Roads Com- 
mittee will hold a hearing on yet another meas- 
ure by Senator William M. Quinn of Maywood. 
This bill like others before it, would put politics 
where polities should not be. 

The new measure would double the size of 
the four-man Highway Commission, for no good 
reason beyond increasing the appointments. It 
would destroy the administrative power of the 
chief engineer, Carl Brown, who for years has 
done good work. It would wreck appointment of 
Highway Department employes for merit, and 
require the personnel to be divided between the 
two major parties. 

This is vengeful legislation aimed at the pres- 
ent commission and engineer, though Senator 
Quinn does not criticize them. He only says 
the department needs “new blood.” He offers 
a transfusion with party politics. 

Previous Quinn bills were drawn with the 
same spleen, and aimed directly at the State's 
two model nonpartisan commissiOns—the High- 
way Commission and the Conservation Commis- 
sion. 

In 1935 Senator Quinn tried to make highway 
employes list their party affiliations. In 1945 
he tried to replace the Highway Commission 
with a 10-man board. In 1949 he demanded an 
eight-man board. 

In 1939 Senator Quinn sought to abolish the 
power of the Conservation Commission to en- 
force its fish and game regulations. In 1945 
he tried the same thing again. 

None of these efforts became law, and for 
good reason. Through the years the two com- 
missions have done good work and the State is 
proud of their records. Missouri can remember 
its struggle to lift road and conservation proj- 
ects out of partisan politics and does not want 
either returned to the mire. | 

By this time the Legislature certainly must 
know how to deal with a Quinn bill on roads 
or conservation. 
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After 14 Years 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur comes back to the 
United States after an absence of 14 years. 

In the span since he last set foot on his native 
soil, there have been three presidential elections 
and seven congressional elections. Many hun- 
dreds of men have been elected to seats in the 
House and the Senate, to governorships and to 
the state legislatures. 

Gen. MacArthur has missed all of this. 

Grant readily that he has been closely occu- 
pied in the Pacific. The fact remains while he 
has been under assignment to inculcate demo- 
eratic ideals in Japan, he has missed the appli- 
cation of democracy for a deeade and a half at 


‘home. 


Never in history has a high-ranking military 
man been out of the country on duty so long. 
Could this have contributed to his belief that it 
was proper for him to attempt to set aside the 
constitutional civil authority in the United 
States? 

Whatever the answer may be, the case of Gen. 
MacArthur strongly suggests that the Depart- 
ment of Defense should never again leave a com- 
mander on foreign duty for so long without 
visits to Washington, and, if desirable, reports 
to the American people. 

Military leaders also need the refreshment of 
seeing democracy in action. 
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And Nary a Radioactive Isotope 

Our morale was given an enormous boost by 
a description to the American Chemical Society, 
of a device for supplying arid coastal areas with 
fresh water. The gadget essentially is nothing 
more than a big evaporating pan filled with sea 
water and covered with a glass top. 

The sun beats through the glass, heating and 
evaporating the water. Wind and air keep the 
glass top cool, so that the vapor condenses and 
runs off through gutters into a tank as distilled 
water. And that’s all there is to it, other than 
the engineering problem of making the process 
sufficiently efficient to justify the cost of con- 
structing the devices.

It’s comforting to know that some things are 
still getting done without benefit of meson or 
Planck’s constant.

The first call at present is for 
an immediately effective fighting army, 
and the only way of getting this is the 
way of the draft. .It would be beyond 
the capacity of this nation to build up its 
active military forces to the size now need- 
ed and at the same time to launch a 
UMT program.

DENTISTS CALLED IMPORTANT 
IN FIGHT AGAINST CANCER 


The deéntal profession is one 
of the first lines of defense 
against cancer, and dentists who 
use their eyes can save thousands 
of lives, Dr. Charles A. Waldron 
of the Washington University of 
Dentistry said last night. 

Addressing the St. Louis so- 


ciety of Dental Science at the 
Sheraton Hotel, he pointed out 
that 15 per cent of all cancers 
occur about the face and in the 
mouth, and more than half the 
patients with cancer of the 
mouth consult a dentist first. 
Dr. Waldron said the dentist 
has the obligation and the right 
to perform a biopsy. He can re- 
move a fragment of tissue and 
mail it to a laboratory for micro- 
scopic analysis, he explained, and 
if malignancy is found can then 
refer the patient to a specialist. 
Emphasizing the importance of 
early detection, he said slow- 
healing cracks in the lips and 
white patches in the mouth 
should be suspect, and chronic 
irritation from jagged teeth or 
ill-fitting dentures should be 
eliminated.

Dulles replied that he was will- 
ing to go but he wanted to be 
reassured that there was no 
change in American policy with 
respect to Japan and the Far East. 
In pushing for a peace treaty at 
the earliest opportunity, he has 
been determined not to permit 
Russian obstructionism to stand 
in the way of a settlement. He 
does not believe, as the British 
seem to, that Communist China 
should be permitted to take part 
in decisions of the treaty. 

The President responded with 
great earnestness. He said there 
was no change whatsoever in the 
basic policy of the American Gov- 
ernment. He gave his special am- 
bassador full power to proceed 
with a Japanese treaty along the 
lines he has been following. 

In the way in which hé has pro- 
ceeded to try to bring order and 
stability in the Pacific through a 
union of non-Communist powers, 
including Japan, Dulles has given 
one of the few examples of con- 
structive statesmanship in the 
postwar world.

It sometimes seems as though 
the exremists here at home were 
perfectly willing to bring on this 
destruction.

And correspondingly they 
vilify any and all, regardless of 
party or. conviction, who work

Every week we have a payroll of $600,000 to spend in this com- 
munity. Our job is building aircraft to defend our country. Still more 
work is needed from us. More people and more plant buildings are 
needed to do it. 


Our problem is to work out with the City of St. Louis a plan for our 
long-term occupancy of the city-owned portion of our plant at the 


“airport. We must know where we stand before our company can 


spend a lot of money for new construction to develop a complete 
national defense plant in this community. 

Weuld you bulid an expensive eddition te « rented house if your 
lease had enly three more years te run? 

Our detailed building plans are drawn. We have taken bids for con- 
struction. We are ready to start building at once. All that must be 
done first is to come to agreement with the city. 


Since last July, when we first presented our problem to the city, 
representatives of the municipal government have worked on it. The 
Mayor's committee has now presented its report. 


We can agree with many of the findings of this committee. For 
example, although our proposal was to acquire the plant and 102 
acres, the committee feels we should have only 93. Our long-range 
planning has been based on the full 102 acres, but we can agree to 
the committee's reduction of acreage. 


We are also glad to agree to restrictions on our use of the plant that 
will give full protection to the airport. 

With some findings, however, we cannot agree. We cannot agree 
with even the lower estimated value evolved by the city’s appraiser 
for the property as it stands under our present lease.

On that basis, for example, we would have to pay the city annual 
net cash rent of $754,877, which is about the same as the $779,340 
annual average of all the net earnings of our company after taxes 
for the 11% years of its existence. In addition, we would have to pay 
at least $230,000 each year to maintain and insure the city’s plant. 
This would make a total rent of $984,877. 


Would you sign a lease that required you to pay in the fulure—good 
years and bad—more than 25% more than the entire amount of your 


average yearly net income for the past 11% years? 


Again, and on the same basis, the sale value of the property is stated 
to be $9,600,000. This is almost exactly the original cost of the plant. 
It is far out of line with what other similar plants have sold for since 
the war. Of all the 51 other aviation plants built by the government 
during the war, a total of 23 have been sold at an average price 
equal to 36.1% of original cost: On this basis, the city’s portion of our 
plant would be sold for $3,596,789. 


Further, the city’s figure of $9,600,000 is almost exactly equal to the 
total of $9,620,284 which is the entire amount of the capital invested 
in our business plus all the earnings we have been able to save in 
11% years.

Let’s Find an Answer! 


We eannot believe it is the wish of the city er its citizens to exact from 
eur company se high « price for the privilege of staying in this com- 
munity. Te pay such & price would imperil eur whole existence for 
the long future. 


We are convinced that everyone wants to find a solution that will 
enable our company to keep growing as a healthy unit in the economy 
of the community in times of peace as well as of national emergency. 


On the basis of all the study and careful plans that have now been 
made, let us see exactly what differences remain between the city and 
our company—and then Jet us move promptly to settle them. 


The first of these differences is whether there should be a sale or a 
new lease. On this subject the city’s committee was not in agreement. 
For our part, however, we have now concluded that the only work- 
able solution to the whole problem is a sale. We believe we must 
own our plant if we are to operate it efficiently. 


The business of city government is one thing. The business of manufac- 
turing aircraft is another. We are now convinced that the two cannof 
be mixed. 


A democratic city government must have checks and balances. It 
must move with care and deliberation to protect the interests of its 
citizens. In the rapidly changing aircraft industry a different tempo 
of decision is necessary 


The city’s committee itself, moreover, has not recommended a true 
long-term lease, It has recommended an arrangement under which 
the rent to be paid would have to be negotiated again every 5 years. 
After all, rent is the most important part of a lease. There can be no 
settled long-term lease if the rent to be paid can be changed every 


5 years. 


In the light of all the above factors, eur company therefore is with- 
drawing Its proposal to lease. 


The only question left is that of sale and sale price. On this point, the 
committee, again, was not in full agreement. 

In a separate opinion, one member of the committee, representing 
organized labor in the community, put his finger on the essential 
consideration. He said, “Te retain the property because of ifs increas- 
Ing importance as @ source of revenue goes beyond the legitimate 
purposes of a city te ewn property for municipal use.” 


We agree with this member of the committee that the right decision 
for St. Louis is not to see how much can be squeezed out of this plant 
in the short run to help meet city expenses. The right decision for 
St. Louis is to negotiate a sale at a price that is fair for all concerned 
—a price that will permit a national defense industry to become an 
ever more important part of the balanced economy of our community.

What is a fair price? 


It is still our hope that our company and the city can agree on this by 
direct negotiation. The city committee's sale price figure is so far from 
ours, however, that one of us must be very wrong in his idea of 
what is fair. : 


We believe there are two ways in which this remaining big difference 
can be settled. 


One of these was suggested in our first advertisement. To aid negoti- 
ation, why cannot the city ask for bids for the purchase of this prop- 
erty for delivery at the end of our present lease on 6 March 1954? 


Why cannot the city find out what price can actually be obtained from 
companies whose operations would be acceptable on the airport? 
Our company will be a strong bidder for the property, and the city 
will be assured the sale price is right. 


There is a second tested way of settling this difference. The principle 
of arbitration, which is recognized in our present lease, provides a 
quick and fair means of finding the right sale figure. 


Why not put this question up to an arbitrator appointed jointly by 
our company and the city?

fight back. And five years to the 
month after I made that resolu- 
tion, I began, very quietly, to fight 
back. 

“I never once asked for more 
money—only better parts. Isn't it 
strange ... all I really wanted 
to do was something that would 
benefit them in the long run, but 
I had to fight every inch of the 
way.

That may be an accurate anal- 
ysis of Juliet—not of Olivia de 
Havilland.

: Playing Canasta to Win 


S we have mentioned, one 
change made by the new Ca- 
nasta rules prohibits a side 
from making two melds in the 
same rank; and this seems like 
an unimportant change, because 


one seldom would want to make“ 


separate melds in the same rank. 


But even a minor change like 
this has unexpected ramifications, 
as was discovered by the player 
who held this hand: 


The play had gone like this: On 
the preceding round, the left- 
hand opponent took the pack, 
made the initial meld for his 
side, and discarded a six. The 
next player—partner of the hold- 
er of the hand shown—made an 
initial .meld entirely from his 
hand, including a meld of eights; 
then discarded a deuce, freezing 
the pack.

thought. For the “concealed” 
bonus requires that you meld 
your entire hand, including a 
complete canasta, without having 
previously nelded, and without 
adding any card to your partner's 
melds. It is permissible to take . 
the pack and then go out con- 
cealed, if you comply with these 
requirements. 

And the player could, he 
thought, comply with those re- 
quirements. He took the dis- 
carded eight with his pair of 
eights. He melded a complete 
canasta with his three wild cards 
and four sixes (including the six 
from the discard pile.) And three 
— and a deuce completed his 
meld. 

But. he didn’t get the extra 100- 
point “concealed” bonus. His 
partner had melded eights—and 
under the new rules he had to 
add his three eights to his part- 
ner’s meld. He couldn't meld 
them separately. 

Question: Must you have the 
count, plus a natural pair, in or- 
der to take the pack and make 
the initial meld? 

Answer: No. You need a nat- 
ural pair; you also need to be 
able to make the count. But 
every card you meld, including 
the upcard itself, may be count- 
ed toward the minimum.

THE UNIT OF LEARNING is called the “conditioned re- 
flex.” It operates whether the learning consists of developing 
aptness in striking keys at the piano or in developing a fond- 
ness for spinach and orange juice. 

Originally, a child has not natural fondness for piano 
playing or for spinach. Then how are we ever going to make 
him delighted with both of these? 

We must link these neutral stimuli with something that 
he really does enjoy. 

Usually he develops fondness for his parents in a few 
months, so we slip him a spoonful of the spinach when he is 
cooing and grandstanding before his doting father and 
mother. 

If he probably screws up his face at the strange food, we 
hurriedly call him a big boy and stop there.

It's Source of Some of Mis Most Useful Characteristics, Also Negative Ones—He's Rough on Russians

HEN Douglas MacArthur seri- 
W ously opens up against the 

Russians, his polemics are 
furious, and he blares like 40 
trumpets. Some people think that 
his language, no matter. how 
worthy the cause, is too violent to 
be dignified. He is not a very 
subtle performer with words. But 
they are words that the Russians 
understand. 

Recently the Soviet Union pro- 
tested at SCAP’s purge of the 
Japanese Communist leaders, by 
means of ‘a letter to the Allied 
Council. MacArthur’s reply began, 
“I have received your note, and 
have earefully considered its con- 
text in vain search of some sem- 
blance of merit and _ validity. 
Rarely indeed have I perused 
such a ‘conglomeration of mis- 
statement, misrepresentation and 
prevarication of fact.” 

On another occasion, when the 
Russians made objection to the 
American occupation of Okinawa, 
MacArthur concluded his reply, 
“I cannot accept the integrity of 
intent of your letter. It can only 
be regarded as a... provocative 
impertinence.” 

Other letters use words like 
“callous,” “hypocritical,” “grue- 
some” and “blatant.” 

Sometimes, however, the Su- 
preme Commander used a lighter 
touch with the Russians. For some 
years he had close contact with 
Gen. Kuzma Derevyanko, the chief 
Soviet representative in Japan, 
and the two men, both hearty 
souls, probably have a sneaking 
personal regard for each other. 
Derevyanko returned to Moscow 
on leave some time ago. When he 
got back to Tekyo MacArthur 
clapped him warmly on the back 
and exclaimed, “Well, well, I 
never thought I’d see you again! 
I was sure that once Stalin got 
you back to Moscow he’d chop 
your head off.”

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“E YOU MUST KNOW, ITS THIS WATCH YOU GAVE ME FOR MY 
25 YEARS’ SERVICE—IT KEEPS TERRIBLE TIME!” 


An eminent officer of World 
War I, Gen. Enoch Crowder, once 
told a high official of the State 
Department, “I thought that Ar- 
thur MacArthur (the General’s 
father) was the most flamboyantly 
egotistic man I had ever seen— 
until I met his son.” 

Perhaps it is his sense of duty 
that makes MacArthur egotistic. 
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But by his own men, the rock- 
fast inner circle, he is adulated. 
Tokyo is full of retired oldsters 
who practically stand on street 
corners to tell you with pride 
how intimate they are with him 
even if they haven't laid eyes on 
him for a year. 

I have heard him seriously 
compared to Alexander the Great 
by a member of his staff, to Alex- 
ander’s disadvantage. Another of- 
ficer told me with absolute seri- 
ousness that he considered Mac- 
Arthur to be the greatest man 
who ever lived. 

Another MacArthur trait is his 
signal tendency to over-optimism 
and wishful thinking, a character- 
istic whith has led him to errors 
of judgment and blunders on oc- 
casion. For instance he did genu- 
inely think in the late 1930s that 
the Philippines, given time, could 
successfully defend themselves 
against Japan. And—to come up 
to date—he most distinctly did 
not anticipate major Chinese in- 
tervention in Korea in 1950, 
though he had sounded noisy 
warnings about how dangerous 
the situation was. 

He is, most people in Tokyo be- 
lieve, far from realistic about the 
future course of Japanese affairs. 
MacArthur wants desperately to 
believe that the democratization 
of Japan will progress and stick, 
if only because this would be his 
own supreme accomplishment. But 
how much of the SCAP reforma- 
tion will endure no man can 
know. 

MacArthur’s positive qualities 
and merits are, of course, many. 
For one thing, he is packed with 
brains. For another, let nobody 
underestimate his sheer, immense 
force of character. An American 
officer who was a cadet when he 
was superintendent of West Point 
was asked his opinion of the Gen- 
eral. 

Reply: “He’s the only man in 
the world who could walk into a 
room full of drunks and all would 
be stone sober within five min- 
utes.”

and that West leads the queen of 
clubs. The question then is sim- 
ply this: Can South win 10 tricks 
against the best defense; and if 
so, how? 

South can collect the necessary ' 
10 tricks, but it takes some do- 
ing!: Two different “key plays” 
are involved. Moreover, the deal 
presents the startling curiosity 
that, with four apparently sure 
losers in the red suits, South must 
immediately create another loser 
for himself in order to end up 
with only three losers! 

The winning play goes like this: 
Dummy wins the first trick with 
the club ace, and South must un- 
block his own king! South then 
draws three rounds of trumps, 
cashes the heart and diamond 
aces (extracting West's red cards) 
— then throws West in with a 
club. 

On West's forced club return, 
a heart is thrown from dumm 
while South discards a diamond. 
On the next club lead dummy 
gets rid of the last heart, and 
South, the last diamond. South 
has now lost three tricks, but he 
is in a perfect position. On West's 
next lead, South can claim the 
contract via a@ cross-ruff.
